WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter, 
with flourishinv pen and abundant praise, 
today signed into being a Department of 
Energy, the first new Cabinet agency in 11 
years. 
He said it will help him to cushion "the 
impending crisis of energy shortages." 
Born in one of the biggest government 
shuffles ever, the new energy agency raises 
the number of Cabinet departments to an 
even dozen. 
As expected, Carter nominated James R. 
Schlesinger, his top energy adviser, to be 
the nation’s first secretary of energy. In 
anticipation of the nomination, the Senate 
energy committee has already begun 
confirmation hearings on Schlesinger, and 
his nomination seems assure of Senate 


approval. 
In a ceremony in bright sunshine in the 
White House Rose Garden, Carter signed 
legislation establishing the department, 
which absorbs nearly all of the federal 
government’s energy programs. They 
number about 50. He called it "extremely 
complicated" legislation. 
The new department will have 20,000 
employes and a budget of $10.6 billion. It 
will be run by James R. Schlesinger, 
presently the President’s chief energy 
adviser. 
Asked whether Schlesinger will become 
an "energy czar," White House Press 
Secretary Jody Powell said Carter aides are 
avoiding those words. 
Schlesinger said he hopes to put the 


department into operation by Oct. 1, the 
start of the new fiscal year. 
"An outstanding job,” Carter declared 
Tuesday when Congress approved the new 
department. He had asked that Congress 
create it to administer his comprehensive 
energy program, the details of which are 
now before the House. The program is 
surviving relatively intact.

of goods sold at retail by some two million salespersons. 
The direct sales industry is described by the Direct 
Selling Association (DSA) as a form of retail distribution 
involving personal selling in the home of the buyer or at 
his or her {dace of work.

Jlie get-rich-quick schemers do not have sizeable 
n$unifacturing plants, trained staffs, research and 
development experts, quality control technicians and 
oRier basic and necessary elements of a manufacturing 
cdricern. 
leg itim ate direct sales organizations, on the other 
h^ijd, have all of these basics. In fact, the only significant 
deference between a driect sales company and a com­ 
pany which sells via traditional retail outlets is the 
n!e$hod of product distribution. 
illegitim ate distribution companies also do not have a 
product guarantee. This can spell disaster to the in­ 
dependent distributor. 
$ g ain in contrast, legitimate companies have written 
n$ohey-back guarantees which back up their independent 
dfeiributors and assure customer satisfaction. 
Xither characteristics of the reputable direct selling 
company are that it has a code of ethics or subscribes to 
tiler code of ethics of the Direct Selling Association, 
pfejvides training and sales and business aids to its 
distributors and invests in national advertising to sup­ 
port their sales efforts.

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Federal Inmate Marries, Gives 
New Meaning to ‘Wedlock’ 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Confi­ 
dential documents smug­

This succinct if unroman­ 
tic account of the wedding 
of Marcella and Farrell 
omits the spicy details. Not 
mentioned is the story of 
how the intrepid couple ar­ 
ranged the ceremony and 
kept it secret, all behind 
prison bars. Nor does the of­ 
ficial version describe what 
vicisitudes they face in the 
future. 
So tranquil was the nup­ 
tial ceremony that prison 
officials didn’t discover it 
had happened for six 
months. The officiating 
reverend, it turns out, was 
a ls o a n i n m a t e a n d , 
therefore, handy for the oc­ 
c a s i o n . M a r c e l l a i n ­ 
geniously had the marriage 
docum ent legalized in 
court; then she sneaked it 
into the visiting room. And 
there, right under the noses 
of the prison guards, the 
couple was made one. 
Almost. The disapproving 
federal government is now 


claiming the marriage is 
null and void. The Probate 
Court judge, on the other 
hand, assured our reporter 
Tom Rosenstiel that the 
marriage certificate is 
quite legal. 
The true test of legality 
will have to wait until Mar­ 
cella and Farrell apply for 
legal benefits as married 
persons. But this isn’t their 
only problem. The prison 
has no intention of allowing 
conjugal visits, so the 
honeymoon will have to be 
postponed until September, 
i960, when Farrell finishes 
his sentence for violating 
parole on a burglary rap. 
Coupon*, C oupons, 
Coupons: In case the United 
States is hit by another fuel 
crisis.

F ord’s energy advisers 
studied rationing last year 
but weren't satisfied with 
the findings. Congress had 
ordered his administration 
to submit a report on ration­ 
ing. The report, however, 
was never presented. 
The White House blamed 
bureaucratic delays. But 
our own sources insist that 
the Ford administration 
simply couldn’t decide what 
to do about rationing. 
The Carter crowd, mean­ 
while, favors rationing but 
doesn't know what to do 
with th e q u e s tio n a b le 
coupons. No final decision 
has been reached, an 
energy official told us, 
whether to keep them or 
dispose of them.

The Underground Government: 
Why did Hoffa's millionaire 
protege get Teamsters' multi- 
million-dollar insuranee con­ 
tract? 
WASHINGTON - A majority 
of the very same Teamsters 
Central States Pension and 
Health and Welfare Fund's 
trustees, whom the government 
has just fervently told the public 
could be trusted, have voted a 
$65 million insurance service 
contract to the late • Jimmy 
Hoffa's protege- Alien Dorf- 
man, a man often described as 
the symbol of organized crime in 
the huge union. 
The 54-year-old Allen Dorf- 
man, millionaire son of Hoffa's 
late partner, Paul “ Red” 
Dorfman, got the juicy contract 
for his intricate complex of ins­ 
urance companies at a larger foe 
than it has been receiving this 
year for similar services In Uie 
present contract for the year 
ending Jan. 31,1978, he will get a 
1 basic fee of $5.7 million. Plus. 
The trustees, touted to us by 
the government as fiduciarily 
respectable, handed Dorfman 
his renewed contract 
six 
months in advance of the ex­ 
piration of his current pact. 
They awarded him the ten-year, 
$6 million annual agreement at a 
closed emergency meeting July 
19, exactly six years and five 
days after Dorfman was in­ 
dicted in the Southern District of 
New York on kickback con­ 
spiracy charges. 
In March 1972 Dorfman, who 
once traveled with Hoffa and for 
him, making decisions on multi-

Today, however, instead of traveling 
between isolated frontier communities in a wagon laden 
with all manner of household items, he drives a car and 
sells a single line 
of products within his own neigh­ 
borhood. “ He “ is also likely to be a “she” . 
The direct sales industry - that is what it is called - 
has in recent years emerged as a distinct and important 
field in the retail industry. In 1975, the direct selling of 
everything from cosmetics to jewelry to plastic kitchen 
utensils to shoes accounted for more than $6 billion worth 
of goods sold at retail by some two million salespersons. 
The direct sales industry is described by the Direct 
Selling Association (DSA) as a form of retail distribution 
involving personal selling in the home of the buyer or at 
his or her place of work. It includes door-to-door sales, 
presentations by appointment and home parties. 
According to the DSA. American households are called 
on an average of four times a year by a direct 
salesperson. Many of them are housewives or retirees 
earning a little extra money in their spare time. For 
others, direct selling is a fulltime profession and major 
source of income. 
Inevitably, the phenomenal growth of the direct selling 
industry has been accompanied by illegal or quasi-legal 
“get-rich-quick” schemes which masquerade as part of 
the legitimate direct selling industry and prey as much 
on the salesperson as they do the consumer. 
Some of the differences between bonafide income 
opportunities in direct sales versus the losing proposition 
of dubious “pyramiding" and similar schemes have been 
outlined by Amway Corporation of Ada. Mich., a major 
but typical direct selling organization which in 1976 
reported revenues of more than $240 million in sales of 
home-care and personal-care products through 250,000 
independent distributorships. 
For one thing, the shady, get-rich-quick operator 
usually requires a high initial investment from tlie 
potential salesperson or distributor, anywhere from $500 
toC$$j.000 and usually non-refundable. The bonafide direct 
seUjng company typically requires a very low in­ 
vestment. and even this is refundable 
tyhen a promoter emphasizes high profits from 
recruiting others or from selling distributorships to 
otihfcrs, it is a pyramid scheme. The only one who stands 
tcrprofit is the originator of the scheme. Reputable direct 
soling organizations emphasize profits from the sales of 
products. 
• rfoe get-rich-quick schemers do not have sizeable 
rr$Hiufactunng plants, trained staffs, research and 
developm ent experts, quality control technicians and 
other basic and necessary elements of a manufacturing 
concern. 
leg itim ate direct sales organizations, on the other 
hind, have all of these basics In fact, the only significant 
difference between a driect sales company and a com­ 
pany which sells via traditional retail outlets is the 
method of product distribution. 
illegitim ate distribution companies also do not have a 
product guarantee This can spell disaster to the in­ 
dependent distributor 
^Again in contrast, legitimate companies have written 
ntoney-back guarantees which back up their independent 
d&tnbutors and assure customer satisfaction. 
Xlther characteristics of the reputable direct selling 
company are that it has a code of ethics or subscribes to 
tUe code of ethics of the Direct Selling Association, 
provides training and sales and business aids to its 
distributors and invests in national advertising to sup­ 
port their sales efforts.

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — Secretary of State Cyra« R. Vance 


met President Hafez Aaaad today, beginning the toughest round 
of talks so far in his effort to win approval of a new plan for 
preliminary Middle East peace negotiations. 
TJie talks opened against a backdrop of skeptical comments in 


Syria s state-controlled press on the proposal — arranged by 
Vance and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat — that Middle 
Eastern foreign ministers gather in the United States to prepare 
f°r* resumption of the Geneva peace conference. 
reaction contrasted sharply with the warm reception 


Syrian newspapers gave Vance on his first visit to Damascus last 
February. 
"It is not a secret that discrepancies are still very wide bet­ 
ween the Syrian and American points of view on the basic issiies 
concerning the Middle East conflict,” the government 
newspaper Tishrin said. 
“The issues have become very clear and there is no need for all 


these complications and discussions over marginal issues,” said 
the semiofficial daily Al+Thaoura. 


Israeli» catch infiltrator» 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Israeli troops caught an Arab 


guerrilla squad infiltrating from Jordan today and crushed what 
the Israelis called a terrorist mission to disrupt Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance's peace efforts. 
Two guerrillas were killed, one was critically wounded and two 


were captured but there were no Israeli casualties, the Israeli 
military command said. 
Israeli troops discovered a break in the border security fence 


and footprints, Israeli radio said. The soldiers tracked the 
guerrillas and cornered them in an olive grove near Kibbutz Ash- 
dot Yaacov, a collective farm three miles south of the Sea of 
Galilee. 
The shootout was brief and the guerrillas barely managed to 


fire a burst before they were overpowered, Israel radio reported.

The auditor also said an examination by his office showed a 
lack of control over certain cash flow, which could allow 
miasappropriation of funds. 
"In my opinion, the inadequate control over drugs was the 
most serious weakness,” Keyes said in an interview. "Drugs 
should be controlled better than almost anything else.” 
In the case of a hospital which deals with mental illness drugs 
should be suprvised especially closely, Keyes said, since the 
frifpiiai uses drugs which have a high value if illegally sold on the 
street.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A House and 
Senate conference committee is recom­ 
mending approval of a compromise farm 
bill that gives wheat and corn growers 
higher price supports and payments, but 
doesn’t risk a presidential veto.

Carter would diMpprove the mMsure if it 
contained proposed Senate price support 
levels that were considerably higher than 
those advocated by the administration. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob S. Bergland 
appealed to the conferees on Wednesday to 
reject the higher price support levels, and 
they did. 
Administration sources said the White

House probably would accept the com­ 
promise legislation, even though the 
proposed price supports are somewhat 
higher than those advocated by Carter. 
Farmers would benefit substantially from 
the bill, which calls for higher government 
subsidies for wheat and corn crops in 1979 
through increased price supports and direct 
“target price” payments.

Arkansas rolls out welcome 
mat for return of alligators 


LITTLE 
ROCK 
(AP) 
- 
Farmers who helped erase the 
alligator population from the 
humid swamps of south and 
east Arkansas 40 years ago are 
now 
welcoming 
hack 
the 
toothy, long-snooted reptiles. 
The alligator was uprooted 
when swampland was cleared 
for cotton and soybeans. Now, 
Arkansas has a welcome mat 
»out for 'gators, primarily be­ 


cause of .requests from farmers 
who want to keep the beaver 
and 
poisonous snake popu­ 
lations in check. 
The alligator, which can glide 
through the water with little 
more than a ripple, but lum­ 
bers ungainly on land, is on the 
endangered species list. There 
is a maximum fine of $25,000 
for killing one. 
"We once had alligators prob- 


ably clear up to the Missouri 
line in the (M ississippi R iver) 
Delta, but that habitat was de­ 
stroyed in large part back in 
the 30s," said Dick Broach of 
the state Game and Fish Com­ 
mission. “ There has been an 
accelerated loss of habitat over 
the past 40 years because of 
drainage and land clearing." 
Since 1972, Broach and his 
workers have been trying to 
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restock the remaining swamp- 
pockets with reptiles imported 
from neighboring alligator-rich 
Louisiana. 
"Louisiana 
just 
donates 
them ," said Broach. "They 
have more than they need and 
they’re happy for us to get 
them.” 
The alligators are free. Ar­ 
kansas pays only for trans­ 
portation. "O ver the past two 
or three years, students from 
Louisiana 
State 
University 
would catch them for us, and 
we could just go and load them 
out of the pens when we got 
:here,” Broach said. 
Broach says the 2,000 Loui­ 
siana-donated alligators "are 
alive and well. In fact, we’ve 
had a number o f, reports of 
nesting activity and the appear­ 
ance of baby alligators.” 
Another 500 alligators, most 
from Marsh Island near New 
Iberia, La., are arriving this 
summer. Only about 4,000 al­ 
ligators remained in Arkansas 
before the restocking program 
started. 
“Most of these stockings are 
in response to requests from 
private landowners who want to 
bring the alligator back as a bi­ 
ological means of control for 
beaver populations," Broach 
said. “They also are a real 
good 
form 
of 
control 
for 
snakes. You hardly ever see a 
snake where you have a good 
alligator population. 
“Also, in the swamps, they 
make what are called alligator 
holes. A lot of time in the hot 
summer, when everything else 
dries up, you will still have wa­ 
ter in these deep holes that the 
alligators have dug. All other 
forms of wildlife can get water 
there.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - TV 
producer Andrew J. Fenady 
recently published his first 
book, “The Man With Bogart’s 
Face.” It’s a hard-boiled pri­ 
vate eye novel set in the 1970s, 
but is not your usual gumshoe 
saga. 
Its hero has a plastic surgeon 
redo his face, make him look 
like Humphrey Bogart. He then 
changes his name to Sam Mar­ 
low, buys a 1939 Plymouth and 
goes into the hard-boiled pri­ 
vate eye business. 
He hires a busty blonde sec­ 
retary he calls Duchess and 
commences operating as Bo­ 
gart might have in the old 
days, “when there were causes 
and flags and dames worth 
fighting for.” 


ms card reads: “Sam Mar­ 
low, Private Investigator, I 
Don’t Sleep.” 
In short, Fenady, now mak­ 
ing a CBS movie called “The 
Hostage Heart,” has written an 
affectionate spoof of detective 
works by such greats as Dash- 
iell Hammett and Raymond 
Chandler, and such top gum­ 
shoe flicks as ‘The Maltese 
Falcon.” 
It all began about three years 
ago, he said, when he wrote the 
following paragraph: 
“After the bandages were re­ 
moved, the man with the 
Humphrey Bogart face slipped 
into a trench coat and a grey 
felt hat. The temperature in LA 
that July day was 92. There 
was no sign of rain.” 


“I put ft in a drawer and al­ 
most forgot about it,” said 
Fenady, 49, a native of Toledo, 
Ohio, who grew up immersed in 
detective classics in book and 
film form. “But it kept gnaw­ 
ing at me. 
“I didn’t know what do with 
it. But one day it struck me — 
I want to do a Valentine, an af­ 
fectionate Valentine, 
not a 
parody, on all the great private 
eye novels and movies ever 
made. 
“So that day I sat down and 
started writing,” said the grin­ 
ning author, a short, intense 
man who, clad in white shirt, 
blue pants in need of pressing 
and bowling shoes, didn’t re­ 
semble your average cashmere- 
encased TV producer. 


“It went on night and day. 
My secretary quit on me six 
times, my wife would come 
down at 3 a.m. and say, 'Andy, 
the human body cannot, endure 
this, you’re gonna die, get some 
sleep.’” 
In 23 days, the novel was fin­ 
ished. The next step was to get 
a book agent, which he did, and 
then to convince a publisher a 
detective novel needn’t be, 
well, like all the others. 
He conceded some publishers 
tokl him they want their pri­ 
vate eyeing done straight, with 
no spoofing around. 
He said he’s had network 
queries about “The Man With 
Bogart’s Face,” but he hopes to 
produce it himself as a theatri­ 
cal movie. He also said his pub- 


lisher, Henry Regnery Co. of 
Chicago, wants a sequel. 
“In fact, they want a series 
of sequels to it,” Fenady 
laughed, considering the pros­ 
pect of more bogus Bogart. 
“But I don’t know if I can sur­ 
vive any more of those 23-day 
sessions. 
“I know my wife can’t ”

The American Pharmaceutical 
Association believes that pharma­ 
cists could save patients a substan­ 
tial amount of money if they were 
allowed to dispense prescriptions 
for trade-name drugs with lower- 
cost chemical equivalents. 
Twenty yean ago, when drug 
counterfeiting was an active source 
of criminal revenue and drug law 
enforcement was less strong than 
it is today, pharmacists, physicians 
and reputable drug manufacturers 
banded together to promote State 
laws forbidding the dispensing 
of any but specific brands pie- 
scribed. 
Today, with strong controls on 
the manufacture and distribution 
of drugs, the problems such laws 
were created to solve are virtually 
non-existent. However, the phar­ 
macist still mint practice under 
them with the result that it costs 
his patients a needless amount of 
monev. 
APhA, the national professional 
society of pharmacists, says that 
49 States now prohibit the phar­ 
macist from making a drug prod­ 
uct selection, either by law or 
regulation. These so called “anti- 
substitution” laws orohibiting drug 
product selection by the pharma­ 
cist add to prescription costs in 
two ways. They require the phar­ 
macist to maintain a large inven­ 
tory of duplicate drugs and they 
compel him frequently to dispense 
an expensive trade-name drug 
when, in his professional judg­ 
ment, a less costly one would do 
the same job. 
For example, at least five major 
manufacturers produce and mar­ 
ket the antibiotic, tetracycline.

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DONT TAKE DRUGS 
IN THE DARK 


Taking drugs in the dark is 
dangerous! 


Imagine that it’s two in the 
morning. 
You’re 
lying 
awake 
with a stomach ache, headache, 
or other uncomfortable symptom. 
You get up and go to the bath­ 
room. You just don’t want to face 
a bright light. So you reach in the 
medicine cabinet for aspirin or 
whatever you feel will ease your 
problem. You reach where you 
think what you need is located. 
Out comes the bottle and you 
take the medicine. 


With an assortment of products 
in your medicine chest, you run 
the chance of getting the wrong 
bottle. It happens frequently. You 
may take something intended for 
another member of the family. Or 


something that interacts adversely 
with another drug or food that 
you took earlier. Or something 
intended only to attack a specific 
condition. 


Turn on that light. Select the right 
medicine. Read the label. And fol­ 
low the directions. A few mo­ 
ments of fleeting eyestrain is a lot 
better than many hours of discom­ 
fort or worse. 


APhA offers a related warning 
to color-blind 
individuals. 
Be­ 
cause they are unable to distin­ 
guish among bottle, label, fluid, 
and product colors, they are al­ 
ways, to some degree, in the dark. 
This applies particularly to multi­ 
colored capsules and tablets. Don’t 
trust to your sense of shape per­ 
ception. Read the label on the 
bottle or package—day or night. 


All drugs are inherently un­ 
stable and should be thrown away 
after a period of time. Many 
drugs on the market today are 
labeled with an expiration date 
which should be followed. Many 
more are not. 
• All prescription drugs should 
be flushed down the toilet when 
the illness for which they were 
prescribed 
is 
finished, 
unless 
otherwise directed by your phar­ 
macist or physician. 
• Antibiotics, both 
prescription 
and non-prescription, and vita­ 
mins are unstable and may be­ 
come useless or even dangerous 
after time. Consult your pharma­ 
cist if there is no expiration date 
on the label. 
• If aspirin gives off a vinegary 
smell, it is deteriorating. Flush it 
away. 
• Watch for changes in the color 
of drugs you use. Color change 
can mean contamination or the 
end of useful ‘ drug life.” 
• Discard clear solutions that be­ 
come cloudy and flush away sus­ 
pensions in which the solid com­ 
ponent cakes up. 
• If your drugs smell differently 
than wrtun you first bought them, 
throw them out. 
• If tablets crumble or capsules 
stick together, they're too old or 
too wet to use. 
• Solutions 
containing 
alcohol 
tend to evaporate and thus con­ 
centrate the active ingredients. If 
you have one that seems to dis­ 
appear without use, get rid of it. 
• Eyedrops are easily contami­ 
nated in their own containers. 
Don’t keep eyedrops that appear 
cloudy or have particles floating 
in them. 
• Keep your drugs in a dry. cool, 
dark place. This will help prolong 
the life of all of them and help 
save on your medicine budget.

Isn't Enough 


Read the label? Of course! But 
over-the-counter medicine labels 
seldom tell you all you need to 
know. 
The reason is that labels just 
can’t be made big enough to carry 
all the information you should 
have. A medicine label should 
contain this inform ation: 
• All 
active 
ingredients 
listed 
quantitatively by percentage or 
amount. 
• All active ingredients. 
• Dosage instructions. 
• Any 
interactions 
with 
other 
drugs or undesirable effects on 
certain illnesses or chronic condi­ 
tions. 
• An expiration date. 
Many, if not most, medicine 
labels fail to prevent all this in­ 
formation, 
says 
APhA. 
That’s 
why it’s best to consult your phar­ 
macist 
before 
you obtain 
any 
drug. Your pharmacist can an­ 
swer these important questions: 
• Is there anything in this medi­ 
cine which might react with an- 
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other drug I’m taking? 
• Is there anything in this m edi­

line American Pharmaceutical 
Association believes that pharma­ 
cists could save patients a substan­ 
tial amount of money if they were 
allowed to dispense prescriptions 
for trade-name drugs with lower- 
cost chemical equivalents 
Twenty years ago. when drug 
counterfeiting was an active source 
of criminal revenue and drug law 
enforcement was less strong than 
it is today, pharmacists, physicians 
and reputable drug manufacturers 
banded together to promote State 
laws forbidding the dispensing 
of any but specific brands pre­ 
scribed 
Today, with strong controls on 
the manufacture and distribution 
of drugs, the problems such laws 
were created to solve are virtually 
non-existent. However, the phar­ 
macist still must practice under 
them with the result that it costs 
his patients a needless amount of 
money. 
APhA, the national professional 
society of pharmacists, says that 
49 States now pruhibit the phar­ 
macist from making a drug prod 
i*ct selection, either by law or 
regulation. These so called “anti­ 
substitution” laws nrohibiting drug 
product selection by the pharm a­ 
cist add to prescription costs in 
two ways. They require the phar­ 
macist to maintain a large inven­ 
tory of duplicate drugs and they 
compel him frequently to dispense 
an 
expensive 
trade-name 
drug 
when, in his professional judg­ 
ment, a less costly one would do 
the same job. 
For example, at least five major 
manufacturers produce and mar­ 
ket 
the 
antibiotic, 
tetracycline. 


under their individual brand 
names To be responsive to the 
prescriber and to the law, the phar­ 
macist frequently is forced to stock 
many brands of the drug There 
are many similar examples The 
cost of maintaining that additional 
pharmacy inventory is passed on 
to the consumer 
Likewise, there is a wide varia­ 
tion in the cost of these chemically 
equivalent drugs. Two of the tetra­ 
cycline brands cost the pharmacist 
about A nickel per 250 mg unit. 
The others are much more expen­ 
sive, one brand selling wholesale 
for about fifteen cents for the same 
size unit. The pharmacist could 
easily cut the cost of a high-priced 
trade name prescription simply by 
dispensing a less expensive equiva­ 
lent. 
Most drug manufacturers take a 
dim view of drug product selection 
by the pharmacist and oppose 
modification of the law. As patents 
on new drugs run out and other 
makers put their products on the 
market, brand-name m anufactur­ 
ers who made the original product 
strive to maintain a competitive 
edge by promotion of the brand 
name. This edge might be dulled 
quickly if the pharmacist, in his 
professional judgment, had lati­ 
tude in using a less expensive 
chemical équivalait and passed 
the saving on to the patient 


The APhA maintains that, given 
the freedom to choose, the phar­ 
macist could cut costly drup inven­ 
tories, help the patient avoid over­ 
priced products, and still deliver 
the quality medication requested 
by the prescriber

DONT TAKE DRUGS 
IN THE DARK 


Taking drugs in the dark is 
dangerous! 


Imagine that it’s two in the 
morning. 
You’re 
lying 
awake 
with a stomach ache, headache, 
or other uncomlortable symptom. 
You get up and go to the bath­ 
room. You just don’t want to face 
a bright light So you reach m the 
medicine cabinet for aspirin or 
whatever you feel will ease your 
problem. You reach where you 
think what you need is located. 
Out comes the bottle and you 
take the medicine 


With an assortm ent of products 
in your medicine chest, you run 
the chance of getting the wrong 
bottle It happens frequently You 
may take something intended for 
another member of the family. Or 


something that interacts adversely 
with another drug or food that 
you took earlier. Or something 
intended only to attack a specific 
condition. 


Turn on that light. Select the right 
medicine Read the label And fid- 
low the directions. A tew mo­ 
ments of fleeting eyestrain is a lot 
better than many hours ol discom­ 
fort or worse 


APhA offers a related warning 
to 
color-blind 
individuals. 
Be 
cause they are unable to distin­ 
guish among bottle, label, fluid, 
and product colors, they are al­ 
ways, to some degree, m the dark 
I his applies particularly to multi­ 
colored capsules and tablets Don’t 
trust to your sense of shape per­ 
ception. Read the label on the 
bottle or package 
day or night 


All drugs arc inherently un­ 
stable and should be thrown away 
after a period of time. 
Many 
drugs on the market today arc 
labeled with an expiration date 
which should be followed. Many 
more are not. 
• All prescription drugs should 
be flushed down the toilet when 
the illness for which they were 
prescribed 
is 
finished, 
unless 
otherwise directed by your phar­ 
macist or physician 
• Antibiotics, 
both 
prescription 
and non-prescription, and vita 
mins are unstable and may be­ 
come useless or even dangerous 
after time Consult your pharm a­ 
cist if there is no expiration date 
on the label. 
• If aspirin gives off a vinegary 
smell, it is deteriorating Flush it 
away. 
• W atch for changes in the coloi 
of drugs you use. Color change 
can mean contamination or the 
end of useful ‘ drug life.” 
• Discard clear solutions that be­ 
come cloudy and flush away sus­ 
pensions in which the solid com ­ 
ponent cakes up. 
• II your drugs smell differently 
than wHfen you first Kiught them, 
throw them out. 
• If tablets crumble or capsules 
stick together, they’re too old or 
too wet to use 
• Solutions 
containing 
alcohol 
tend to evaporate and thus con­ 
centrate the active ingredients. If 
you have one that seems to dis­ 
appear without use, get rid of it. 
• Fyedrops arc easily contam i­ 
nated in their own containers. 
D on’t keep eyedrops that appear 
cloudy or have particles floating 
in them. 
• Keep your drugs in a dry. cool, 
dark place This will help prolong 
the life of all of them and help 
save on your medicine budget
